Waen J ian Smith, then a lad less than eighteen years of age, was told by | 
the angel Moroni that his name should be had for good and evil among all 
nations, kindreds, and tongues; or that it should be both good and evil 
spoken of among all people, he could have had but an imperfect idea of the | 
very thorough and literal manner in which the prophecy would hasten to 
fulfillment. We who live to-day, more than sixty years since those words 
were spoken, with the history of those intervening years well known to us, 
could not express with greater exactness, nor illustrate more vividly, the man- 
ner in which the nanie and character of Joseph Smith have been treated by 
his contemporaries. . There is scarcely a man to-day who will, with feelings 
of entire indifference, utter that name or hear it spoken. There seems to be a 
power in it that quickens feelings of reverence and ‘honor, or awakehs those 
of hatred and scorn. During the last summer we have taken part in a num- 
ber of out-door meetings, gatherings at which people feel more at liberty 
than in a mecting-house to openly express their approval or disapproval of 
the sentiments of the speaker, and we have seldom failed to notice that whén 
mention has been made of the name of Joseph Smith, and testimony has 
bean borne of the divinity of his mission, the hostile feelings of unbelievers — 
would. be aroused and excitement would run high: We have: heard many of 
our missionary Elders say that their experience has been similar.

The. mission and of J Smith been generally
